of Vhipplng i •• e-sltate- its distribution 
over the entire year. 
Therefore there 
la danger of a glut In our warehouse 
system over a considerable period. 
Fourth.—There nre large stocks of 
wheat which cannot be drawn ujK>n 
by the allies during llu* war, but in the 
event of peace <*r defeat of the subma­ 
rines these would be available and 
might seriously demoralize tin* demand 
for American wheat. 
Fifth .—It must be clearly understood 
that tlu* guaranteed minimum price of 
$2 per bushel for wheat, set out in the 
food bill, does not apply to the 1917 
harvest, but only to the 11*18 harvest, 
and then under conditions which must 
be elaborated. 
There Is therefore no 
determined price for the 1917 harvest. 


Must Regulate the Price. 
The result of this situation is that 
the normal price making machinery is 
entirely broken down unless some efll 
dent government action 
is brought 
into play. 
Either (a> the American pro­ 
ducer may face a slump in wheat, pos­ 
sibly below his production cost, and tb* 
the export price of wheat, which ulti­ 
mately determines the real price, is at 
the will of a single agency. 
(c> Sonn* 
one must buy the surplus wheat at any 
given 
moment, 
and 
if 
the 
surplus 
passes into speculative hands it will 
be held for higher prices later in the 
year, 
(di W ith stabilized prices, extra 
hazards art* introduced into all dis­ 
tribution links, which must be paid 
for by the consumer. 
It must bo evi­ 
dent that tin* ITiited States govern­ 
ment can mom Justly deal with tlu* 
situation 
than 
any of tin* agencies 
mentioned. 
Therefore the 
food 
administration 
has determined to take the following 
course: 
First, in order to eliminate specula 
tion in wheat and th*ur. all elevators 
an d mills of over 1<k> barrels daily ca­ 
pacity w ill la* required to take out n 
government license, the conditions of 
this license to be that only reason­ 
able and customary charges shall be 
made for warehouse service, that no 
wheat shall be stored for more than 
thirty days without tlu* approval 
>f 
the food administration and that cer­ 
tain information as t<» receipts and 
shipments shall be supplied regularly. 
The grain exchanges are being asked 
to suspend all dealings and quotations 
in future wheat. 
These regulations 
w ill come into force Sept. 1. 
W hile farmers’ co operative elevators > 
are excepted by the food bill, this, how­ 
ever, applies only to mutual concerns 
and not to atock companies, and, in an\ 
event, under the advantages of joininc 
the plan none are likely to stand out- 


To Open Agencies at Terminals. 


In substitution of the broken down 
marketing machinery the food admin 
istration proposes to open agencies foi 
the purchase of all wheat at the prin­ 
cipal terminals, carrying on its trans 
fictions with the usual dealers, and it is 
prefsired ?<* take the whole harvest if 
necessan in order to maintain a fail 
price and will resell wheat for export 
in such quantities as we can afford t( 
part with in protection of our own peo­ 
ple, on one hand, and to sell, on the 
other, to the millers for domestic con­ 
sumption. 
The 
administration 
will 
make no charge except a nominal per 
(•outage to cover costs of the opera­ 
tion, and arrangements will be made 
which 
will 
assure 
the 
government 
against loss. 
In order that nothing shall be left to 
mischarge we are setting up a properly 
constituted and independent auditing 
committee, which will check all trans­ 
actions at every point. 
The food administration, under these 
arrangements, would have a large In­ 
fluence in fixing the price of wheat 
W ith a view to determining a fair 
price, the president has approved the 
appointment of a committee to be se­ 
lected from representatives of the pro­ 
ducing sections and 
consuming ele­ 
ments of the nation. 
This committee 


w ill be assembled under the chairman­ 
ship of President Garfield of William s 
college, and it will be the duty of this 
committee to determine a fair price for 
the 1917 harvest. 
Upon the determina­ 
tion of this fair basis it is the inten­ 
tion «*f the food administration to us« 
every authority given it under the bill 
and the control of e\i*orts to effect the 
universality of this fair basis through­ 
out the whole of the 1917 harvest year 
without 
chance 
or 
fluctuation. 
It 
should thus be clear that it will not be 
to the advantage of any producer to 
hold back his grain in anticipation of 
further advance, for he w ill do so only 
at his own cost of storage and interest, 
and if it is necessary for the govern 
rnent to buy the entire wheat harvest. 
In order to maintain tills fair price in 
protection of the producer, the food ad­ 
ministrators intend to do so. 


A Blow at Speculators. 
Furthermore, the holding of wheat or 
flour contracts by ¡arsons not engaged 
:n the trade, and even when in trade. 
In larger quantities than nre necessary 
for the ordinary course of their busi- 
ness l> unlawful under the act. and 
such cases will bo prosecuted with vig- 
•r. 
And sm-li holders would lie advised 
‘o liquidate their contracts at once. 
“ Ry the abroe arrangement we be 
ieve that we shall stabilize the price of 
wheat throughout the year, that the 
hazard- of operation due to fluctuating 
prices which are imposed upon our 
milling 
and 
distributing 
community 
will la* eliminated, and therefore their 
business can return to the normal lines 
ami tin* normal margins of profit, and 
that we shall not only have stabilized 
•ho price of wheat, but stabilized the 
price of flour, and that it should enabh 
as to arrive at a stabilized price of 
bread,” says tin* board. 
The food administration has had the 
patriotic co-operation of the leading 
millers of the country, and these m ill­ 
ers have organized at the request of 
the food administration a committee to 
represent tin* entire trade. 
Detailed 
proposals for an agreed differential of 
profit and expenses per barrel of flour 
and per ton of feed are under discus 
«ion. 
Fnder this arrangement the pub 
lie w ill he assured an equitable and 
stabilized price of flour based upon the 
cost of raw material, and we confident­ 
ly expect the volunteer arrangement 
with the mills which will ^ ive satisfac­ 
tion to the public. 
i 
The 
universal 
endeavor 
over 
the 
country to reduce consumption of wheat 
breadstuff's.!» order that we may have 
the requisite exports with which to 
carry tin* allies over the forthcoming 
winter, will result in a largely increas­ 
'd amount of wheat available for <*x- 
port. 
If it were exported as wheat it 
would result in diminution of employ­ 
ment iii our mills and, of equal impor- 
'anee, curtailment of supply of mill 
feed for our dairy cattle. 
Therefore 
die food administration will stipulate 
for a large proportion of export of 
flour instead of wheat, and as the ex- 
¡Kirt orders for flour w ill he given 
subject to the approval of the food ad 
ministration 
those 
which 
co-operate 
with tlu* food administration will be 
given the benefit of the exports em­ 
ployment. 
B y thus encouraging the 
home production of flour the manu­ 
facturing cost will 
he reduced, and 
therefore tlu* American public will re­ 
ceive indirect benefit in lowered mar­ 
gins of cost in distribution. 
In accordance with the policy of the 
idministration to co-operate with all 
trades, 
it is also discussing details 
>f voluntary arrangements with the 
flour 
distributors 
by 
which 
agreed 
differentials may be effected in the 
wholesale trade. 


Investigate Cost of Baking. 
An exhaustive investigation is being 
made into the cost of baking and 
bread distribution, and active discus­ 
sions nre being carried on with the 
bakers' war emergency committee as 
to plans for the elimination of waste 
in the industry and the production of 
a standard loaf. 
It is impossible to anticipate the 
price to be enunciated by the “ fnir 
[trice committee,” under Dr. Garfield, 
and it will probably require two or 
three weeks in Its determination. 
The basis of determination w ill be to 
arrive at a price whicji represents a 
fair return to the producer for his pa­ 
triotic endeavor to increase the supply 
and a proper reduction of the cost of 
flour to the consumer. 
It must Ik* evident to ail thinking 
persons that unless the price of wheat, 
flour and bread can be materially re­ 
duced w e cannot export to maintain 
the present wage scale of the country 
and tiiat we must in this social read­ 
justment lose efficiency at a time when 
we can afford no such sacrifice.

Meet Rigid Requirements.

Perfect physical condition Is only one 
of the requisites of the aviator, and th« 
degree of perfection desired is far t>e 
youd that expected in any other branch 
of the government m ilitary service 
But to top this off, the finest organs, 
jierf’ect limbs and all around physical 
proficiency count as nothing unless the 
candidate for a place in the aerial 
corps can pass a series of tests which 
for ingenuity of search are appalling to 
the man under the probe. 
Strong, vigorous youths who could fit 
into any other branch of the service are 
daily refused in aviation because their 
lack of balance, the sixth sense, which 
few knew any possessed, would con­ 
demn them to speedy death, or because 
of their inability to distinguish browns 
from greens at great heights would 
cause them to drop into treetops In­ 
stead of plowed fields. 


W h isp e rin g Test Next. 


The candidate must fall within the 
weights of 120 pounds as a minimum 
and 190 pounds as a maximum. 
After 
each man is credited with his mark for 
physical fitness and soundness of the 
organs his hearing is examined by the 
whispering test at distances of twenty 
feet. 
All possible diseases are then inves­ 
tigated. 
Each man is sounded and ex­ 
amined from tlie? top of the head to the 
8<>U*s of his feet. 
If any has skin dis­ 
ease, varicose veins or other complaints 
of a similar nature he is counted out 
until cured. 
Flat feet, unless they are 
of a very serious nature, are not a bar 
to the aviator, as he is not compelled to 
march. 
The dynamic test follows. 
This is 
tin* first deviation from a general physi­ 
cal examination. 
Each candidate is 
compelled to stand in a corner of the 
room and 
walk diagonally 
forward 
with eyes shut and then walk back­ 
ward to the point from which he start­ 
ed. 
This tests his sense of direction. 


T h e V ita l Sixth Sen se. 


The most interesting part remains. 
That is to discover how well developed 
la each man is the vital sixth sense, 
the principle of equilibration. 
An e\- 
I*ert on this subject explains it as fol­ 
lows: 
“ In each ear are three tiny canals 
filled with lymph. These really are the 
spirit levels of the tiody. 
Movement in 
any direction is communicated through 
the flow of the fluid in these tiny ca­ 
nals to sensitive nerves, which carry 
the Impression to tlie brain. 
This or­ 
gan in turn sets about correcting the 
balance in the normal method.” 
Then begins the test of balance. The 
candidate is seated in an armchair 
working upon a pivot, with a head 
rest for security and a tall handle pro­ 
jecting above, by which tlie chair can 
be turned. The youth is told to fasten 
his eye upon an object and then close 
his eyes. 
The chair is then spun rapidly to the 
right, teii revolutions in twenty sec­ 
onds.-' As it is stopped suddeuly facing 
the stationary object the candidate 
opens his eyes and endeavors to focus 1 
them upon the object. 
The dizzy mo- i 
tion causes tlie eyes to jerk rapidly j 
from side to side until they regain | 
their natural control. 
Twenty-six sec­ 
onds are allowed for the nerves to re­ 


gain control. 
Then the same test is 
performed with the spinning to the 
left. This test shows the rapidity with 
which the candidate regains control of 
his balance after being violently tw ist­ 
ed and turned. 


T estin g Sen s© Touch . 


The spontaneous touch test next is 
in order. 
The candidate closes his 
eyes. 
The physician standing liefore 
him at arm’s length holds his index 
finger so that the youth’s finger rests 
upon it. 
He is then ordered to raise 
his arm and allow it to descend grad­ 
ually to see whether it w ill come baok 
to the same point of contact. 
This was no very severe task, but 
that which followed was one of the 
hardest of the day. 
The man is spun 
In the chair as fast as it can be turned 
and then, when brought to a standstill, 
is compelled to raise and lower each 
urm alternately three times In succes­ 
sion in sixteen seconds to see how far 
past the point of touch his finger will 
rest. 
When the spinning is to the 
right the hand drifts in the opposite 
direction, and vice versa. 
The real test that shows the marvel 
of the balance in the ear is disclosed 
when the youth Is forced to sit In the 
chair, with fists upon knees ami head 
bent forward until the forehead touches 
the hands. The chair is revolved slow­ 
ly five times, and the candidate Is or­ 
dered to sit erect without opening his 
eyes. 
If he has natural balance as he 
sits up he falls heavily to the side op­ 
posite to that toward which he was re­ 
volved. 
A fter tlie youth has passed through 
all of these tests and made a perfect 
mark the physicians say he need have 
no fear that he w ill lack the proper 
balance and sight for cruising in the 
air.

Prisoners from an enemy land mav 
be ill treated in some countries, but 
not so In the United States. 
Tlie Ger­ 
mans interned at Hot Springs, N. C.. 
thirty-eight miles west of Asheville, in 
the heart of the Blue Ridge, live hi 
comfort and eat their till at a hotel 
which the United States lias leased. 
The building is set in a hundred acres 
of shaded lawn. 
The alien guests are 
100 officers and 5<X) members of the 
crews of German merchant ships held 
hi American ports when the European 
w ar began. 
Surrounding the property is a four 
foot wire fence, patrolled by khaki clad 
men armed with pistols and badged as 
“ watchmen.” 
Fence and guards are 
chiefly to keep out curious Americans, 
not to keep in the G erm a n s. 
If any 
German thinks of escaping, which prob­ 
ably none of them does, the unwisdom 
of such a course is suggested by long, 
lean mountaineer hunters, who pause 
at the fence to stare with impassive 
faces at the foreigners. 
A month ago the Germans were tak­ 
en to Hot Springs from Ellis island and 
other immigrant stations. 
They arc 
officially designated as “ detained immi­ 
grants.” aliens who had not chosen to 
take up residence in this country prior 
to hostilities with Germ any and are not 
now eligible to do so. 
Six hundred 
more are going as soon as quarters 
now building are completed. 


No T ro u b le Is Ex p ected . 
“ W hat 
will you do if they make 
trouble?” was asked of the director of 
internment. Alfred Hampton. 
“ W h y answer that until there is iron 
bie?” lie countered. 
There has been no trouble. The tier 
mans obey the few rules imposed on 
them 
They answer roil call at 9 a. m 
daily and take part in a fire drill. Then 
they are practically free, within the 
grounds, until taps sound at 11 p. m 
They nre practically on the honor s\ s 
tern and nre allowed to make rules 
for their own guidance through a num 
her of committees. 
They work when 
they work and play when they play, 
idling but little. 
A 
massive, I »road 
shouldered coal passer who was seen 
looking for a four lea fed clover was 
as attentive fo his task as if he were 
seeking a lost diamond. 
The chief offi­ 
cers have organized classes, and daily 
instruction is given to petty officers 
and common seamen in mathematics, 
navigation and languages. 
“ In three years all these men will 
have the technical education necessary 
to command a ship.” said Mr. Ham p­ 
ton. 
Squads run through military setting 
up exercises daily. 
Some of tlie men 
| work for the government, including 
fifty ship carpenters being engag«*d in 
the construction of the new barracks, 
and others are employed as day labor­ 
ers. The pav ranges from $20 to $30 a 
month. 
A number of tlie men work In 
the seven acre tract, where a tine crop 
of vegetables is growing, and others 
find diversion in their own little gar­ 
den plots. 
Agriculture appeals to most 
of the Interned men, but not many of 
them know all there is to know about 
plants. 
Most of them are from the 
seaboard and have had little experience 
in the fields. 
One captain has a little 
plot, outlined 
with white stones, in 
which he is cultivating beans and corn. 
A large and prosperous jimson weed 
j which the poor man thinks is some 
American vegetable sprang up from a 
j former planting. 
” 1 did not notice that thing until it 
was half grown.” explained an official, 
j “ and now I haven’t tlie heart to tell 
j the captain it is a rank weed.” 


B uild a M in ia ture V illag e. 


B y the riverside the officers have 
built a 
village of 
miniature rustic 
houses, using tree limbs and roots, 
stones, 
odds 
and 
ends of material 
found on the hotel grounds. 
One house 
has panels of old matting. 
There are 
seats and tables, but no steins. 
The prisoners are allowed to receive 
newspapers and other reading matter 
and. subject to the station censorship, 
to write and receive letters. 
About 
thirty 
members of German officers’ 
families have come to the village of 
Hot Springs, and these the officers are 
privileged to receive for an hour each 
Sunday. 
They can see them as often 
as they wish, the families coming to 
the fence, but no conversation is allow ­ 
ed except during the Sunday hour. 
Few visitors are allowed to inspect the 
station, and they nre not permitted to 
speak to the Germans except by way 
of salutation In passing. 
The Germans 
do not salute the Americans in charge. 
Although they generally speak in salu­ 
tation. 
The watchmen are not suppos­ 
ed to talk with them. 
“ But the rules don’t say we mustn’t 
listen to them talk,” said a guard off 
duty. 
“ It wouldn’t be any use to tell 
these folks anything anyw ay,” sahl he. 
“ because they wouldn’t believe you. 
They say the Americans have never 
repaired the ship engines they dam­ 
aged. 
They say it can’t be done out­ 
side of Germ any.” 


WILLIAM H. TAFT 


Forme r Pre s ide nt Cons pic u­ 
ous In the Public Ey e Sinc e 
He Re tire d From Offic e .

W hen the American Red Cross so­ 
ciety was reorganized on a m ilitary 
basis 
former 
President 
W illiam 
II. 
Taft was the first man to be named a 
major general by 
President 
Wilson. 
This Appointment met with universal 
favor throughout the United States. 
The president’s action was taken un­ 
der authority granted him by joint res­ 
olution passed by congress Inst April. 
When be retired from the presidency 
in 1913 Mr. Taft remained steadily in 
the public eye, although It was more 
or h*ss distasteful to him. 
He accept«*! 
the position of Kent professor of law 
at Yale and devoted much of his time 
to these duties. 
He interested himself 
In the war and warmly supported the 
administration Hi its war plans. 
The 
former pr«*sid«*nt’s chief interest, how­ 
ever, lay in Red. Cross work, and his 
effo rts to 
raise 
funds 
to care 
for 
wounded American soldiers on the b a t­ 
tlefield were tireless. 
Mr. Taft, twenty-seventh president 
of the United States, was l>om at Cin­ 
cinnati In 1857, graduated at Yale in 
1878 and admitted to the Ohio bar in 
1880. 
lie l**onme circuit Judge and 
was also the first governor general of 
the Philippine Islands. 
He twice de­ 
clined appointment as associate jus­ 
tice of the 
United 
States supreme 
court, but became secretary of w ar in 
President Roosevelt’s cabinet. 
He was 
nominated for president by the Repub­ 
lican convention In Chicago in 1908 and 
defeated W illiam Jennings BryRn. the 
Democratic nominee. 
He was renom- 
tnated by the Republicans in 1912, but 
was .defeated 
by 
Mr. 
Wilson. 
M r 
Roosevelt ran on the Progressive ticket 
that year, having quarrol«*d with the 
former president 
Since his retirement 
as president Mr. Taft held no public 
office.

ern men t. The min imum price, he said , 
was established to en courage the 
farm er to in crease crop prod uction 
an d to assure him of a reason able 
profit for his labor. 
The maximum 
price, he d eclared , is to protect the 
con sumer 
from 
exorbitan t 
prices 
which might be charged by an un ­ 
patriotic few whose greed allows 
them to speculate on food commod i­ 
ties.

In fru it bu tters and 
pastes frequ ently less su gar is u sed 
than in jams and the prod u ct is more 
concentrated . Conserv es may be mad e 
of large or small fru its, cooked in 
the same manner as jams. Sometimes 
nu ts are ad d ed .

means of a cid er press, special fru it 
press, or other improv ised presses; then 
heated In an acid -proof kettle u p to 
110 d egrees Fahrenheit. The fru it ju ice 
may then be pou red Into ord inary hot 
jars, hot bottles, or tin cans, and han­ 
d led by the same d irections ns those 
for canning of fru it Itself. 
If pou red 
into miscellaneou s bottles, it is su g­ 
g e s te d that the fru it Ju ice be sterilized 
as follows; 
Make a cotton stopper and press 
into the neck of the bottle and leav e 
d u ring the sterilization period . Set 
bottles in boiling hot water u p to the 
neck of the bottle, sterilizing the fru it 
ju ice for 30 minu tes at a simmering 
temperatu re (105 d egrees Fahrenheit). 
Remov e the prod u ct, press cork in top 
ov er cotton stopper immed iately . If the 
(ork fits well, no paraffin need he u sed . 
If a poor cork, it may be necessary to 
« lip the cork in melted solu tion of wax 
or paraffin. 
Fru it ju ices and apple 
cid er when hand led In this way will 
not “flatten ift taste” and will keep 
fresh for fu tu re u se. 
Sirup Made From W indfall Apple# 
and Apple Cider.—Ad d fiv e ou nces of 
powd ered calciu m carbonate (obtained 
at any d ru g store) to sev en gallons of 
apple eld er. 
Powd ered calciu m car­ 
bonate (carbonate of lime) or, to giv e 
it is common name, precipitated chalk. 
Is low-priced and harmless. 
Roil the 
mix tu re In a kettle or v at v igorou sly 
for liv e minu tes. Pou r the liqu id into 
v essels, preferably glass jars or pitch­ 
ers; allow to stand six or eight hou rs, 
or u ntil perfectly clear. Pou r the clear 
liqu id Into a preserv ing kettle. I>o not 
allow sed iment at bottom to enter. Ad d 
to the clear liqu id one lev el teaspoon­ 
fu l of lime carbonate and stir thor­ 
ou ghly . 
The process is completed by 
boiling d own rapid ly to a clear liqu id . 
Use d ensity gau ge or cand y thermome­ 
ter and bring the temperatu re u p to 
220 d egrees Fahrenheit. If a thermom­ 
eter is not av ailable, boil u ntil bu lk is 
red u ced to one-sev enth of the original 
v olu me. 
To d etermine whether the 
siru p is cooked enou gh test as for 
cand y —by pou ring a iittle Into cold 
water. If boiled enou gh it shou ld hav e 
the consistency of maple siru p. 
It 
shou ld not be cooked long enou gh to 
bu rd en like cand y when tested . 
When the test shows that the siru p 
has been cooked enou gh, pou r it Into 
fru it jars, pitchers, etc., and allow it 
to cool slowly . 
Slow cooling is Im­ 
portant, u s otherwise the su spend ed 
matter will not settle properly and the 
siru p will be clou d y .
